The new registration with its heav y 
ex pense and many complications will 
necessitate mu ch stu d y and ad d ition­ 
al work . 
In the new corru pt practices act 
there is the chance for all k ind s of 
trou ble for cand id ates and political 
managers. In it are many prov isions 
which are d rastic and which are cal­ 
cu lated to 
rev olu tionize 
campaign 
management and campaigning. 
Un­ 
less there are flagrant v iolations of 
the law and rank perju ry by men who 
participate in the campaign with the 
attend ant risk s, the 
prospects 
for 
fli aters and bood lers are gloomy . 
Few persons hav e mad e a stu d y of 
the new law bu t it might be a good 
thing for cand id ates and managers to 
get bu sy at this job withou t d elay . 
The prov isions apply to elections, 
primaries, cau cu ses and lik e gather­ 
ings. 
In the first place 
ev ery political 
cou nty committee mu st hav e a treas­ 
u rer, a certificate of whose selection 
mu st be filed with the cou nty elerk . 
This treasu rer mu st giv e a bond for 
the faithfu l performance of his d u ties 
and u pon which lie may be su ed . Ev ­ 
ery financial agent or man appointed 
by a cand id ate to assist in his cam­ 
paign goes throu gh the same pro­ 
ceed ing-. 
The committee treasu rer mu st col­ 
lect all campaign fu nd s and ev ery 
d ollar mu st g«« throu gh his hand s, 
the chairman or no other member- be­ 
ing allowed to hand le money not paid 
by the treasu rer. The latter may ap­ 
point a su b-treasu rer in each pre­ 
cinct, bu t they only hand le money 
paid into their hand s by the treas­ 
u rer and for lawfu l pu rposes. After 
the election these 
treasu rers mu st 
mak e to the treasu rer a sworn state­ 
ment of all money receiv ed and how 
ex pend ed , filing v ou chers for each 
ex pend itu re. 
The treasu rer will then file with the 
cou nty clerk these reports with his 
own sworn statement as to all money 
or other v alu ables collected or prom­ 
ised for u se in the campaign and a 
record of each 
ex pend itu re 
with 
v ou chers. 
The 
d ocu ments become 
pu blic property and open to inspec­ 
tion by all. His report also mu st in­ 
clu d e other information inclu d ing any 
promises of fav ors « of any k ind mad e 
in campaign and any d ebts remaining 
u npaid . 
Regu lar book s showing all receipts 
and ex pend itu res mu st be k ept by the 
treasu rer. 
Ev ery 
ex pense 
of the 
campaign mu st be paid by the treas­ 
u rer, ex cepting that cand id ates may 
pay personal postage, telegrams and 
other similar ex pense. 
Each cand i­ 
d ate for 
nomination 
and 
election 
mu st file sworn statement as to his 
ex pense and his 
ex pend itu res 
are 
limited , being gu aged accord ing 
to 
the nu mber of qu alified v otes for the 
office to which he aspires. 
To av oid ev asion in pay ment for 
political serv ices all ex pend itu res for 
any serv ice by the committee mu st be 
at a reasonable price and worth the 
money .

record of which would not look well 
on file. 
No committee can 
accept money 
fo r publication or 
political 
m atter 
which publication does not bear on 
face of it evidence of being published 
•by the treasurer and shall be marked 
“advertising.” 
T reasurer’s expendi­ 
tures must be authorized by the com­ 
mittee. 
The raising of money is an import­ 
ant matter, both as it concerns p ri­ 
maries and conventions and elections. 
The law declares 
that a committee 
shall not solicit contributions of any 
kind from a candidate, 
A candidate 
or a nominee however may make a 
voluntary contribution. 
This is sup­ 
posed t»o cut out assessments. 
No one other than a candidate for 
election or 
nomination 
can 
make 
within six months o f an election or 
prim ary a contribution of money or 
promise any favors to affect the elec­ 
tion o f any p a rty or candidate ex­ 
cepting to the treasurer. 
And of 
course contributions made to him are 
published. 
No judge or private 
corporation 
can be solicited fo r a contribution for 
any campaign 
purpose and what is 
stronger they 
are not 
allowed 
to 
make a contribution. 
There are other very strict p ro ­ 
visions made by the law, heavy pen­ 
alties are provided for violations and 
all laws in conflict with this one are 
repealed. 
Under the old way of transacting 
this business the county 
committee 
was supreme in as much as it could 
lay down rules to the effect that a 
candidate who failed to pay his a s ­ 
sessment could not 
have his name 
printed on the ticket. Now comes the 
rub. 
It would appear from a casual 
reading of the corrupt practices act 
that the county 
committee 
has no 
power to legally assess a candidate 
any sum for any purpose. It can not, 
therefore, depend on the old way of 
raising funds to meet the expenses of 
the primary . 
The law makes special provision, 
however, that candidates may make 
voluntary contributions to a party 
committee» and th i s 
provision may 
open the way for a satisfactory solu­ 
tion 'of the problem. 
The candidates 
themselves would have to decide on 
what aggregate sum would b * .ne c e s­ 
sary to conduct the 
primary 
and 
would then 
m a ke tïieir contributions 
according! v.

Will Not ( Recommend Govern­ 


ment Ownership. 


W ashington, Jan. 17 .—It has been 
learned on ex cellent au thority that 
Postm aster General Hitchcock’s rec­ 
ommendation for gov ernment owner­ 
ship of the telegrap h lines of the cou n­ 
try will not be sent to congress as an 
adm inistration p olicy . Those who are 
familiar with Mr. Taft’s p u blic u tter­ 
ances on the gov ernment ownership 
of railroads hav e nev er dou bted what 
his attitu de wou ld he on the qu estion 
of the gov ernment taking the tele­ 
grap h lines. 
Mr. Taft’s refu sal to accep t the 
Hitchcock recommendation .as an ad 
m inistration p olicy will tend to em­ 
p hasize Mr. Hitchcock’s indiscretion 
or insu bordination in making p u blic 
his gov ernment ownership recommen­ 
dation withou t hav ing obtained the 
consent of the p resident. 
While the 
relations between the p resident and 
Hitchcock are no longer as cordial 
and intim ate as they once were, Mr. 
Taft, at least for p olitical reasons, de­ 
sires to p reserv e harmony in his cab­ 
inet and av oid'an op en break with his 
p ostm aster general. 
It is p ossible in 
v iew of this desire the p resident may 
transm it Mr. Hitchcock's recoramenda 
tion to congress merely for what it is 
worth, bu t with a definite u nderstand­ 
ing that it is not one of the adminis­ 
tration measu res. 
If Mr. Hitchcock is tu rned down ab­ 
solu tely by the p resident in this m at­ 
ter, many p ersons would not be su r­ 
p rised to see the p ostm aster general 
retire from the cabinet before the end 
of the Taft adm inistration. Mr. Hitch­ 
cock's friends are 
p ositiv e in their 
statem ents, howev er, that he has no 
intention of withdrawing from the 
p resident's official family .
